The  Army  National  Guard  has  transformed  its  units  to  support  the  Global 
War  on  Terrorism.  Continued  recruiting  success  has  resulted  in  the 
acquisition  of  a  light  infantry  battalion,  a  multi-functional  medical  battalion 
headquarters  and  an  additional  light  engineer  (Sapper)  company. 
The  Aviation  Classification  and  Repair  Activity  Depot  became  a  Theater 
Aviation  Sustainment  Maintenance  Group.  Located  in  Springfield  and 


Lebanon,  the  unit  will  continue  with  the  same  basic  mission,  but  add  141 
positions.  Parts  of  the  unit  will  deploy  to  Kuwait  in  2010. 
Guard  capabilities  are  spread  out  over  63  communities  statewide. 
Therefore,  no  single  portion  of  the  state  can  be  significantly  impacted  in 
a  way  that  effectively  removes  a  complete  capability  from  the  Missouri 
Guard's  inventory. 


BQUPMBNT 


The  Missouri  Guard  is  currently  equipped  at  61  percent  of  critical  dual-use 
equipment  necessary  for  sufficient  response  to  state  and  federal  missions. 
Missouri  National  Guard  equipment  experienced  very  high  levels  of  use 
during  the  past  year  as  a  result  of  annual  training  and  emergency  duty. 


The  Missouri  National  Guard  continues  to  receive  new  equipment  at 
historically  record  levels.  Examples  of  equipment  types  received  during 
the  year  include  light  and  medium  trucks,  trailers  and  navigation 
equipment.

The  National  Guard  is  an  operational  force,  not  a  reserve. 

More  combat  veterans  populate  the  National  Guard's  ranks  than  any  time 

since  World  War  II. 

Missouri  developed  and  implemented  a  cutting  edge  partnership  program 
including  National  Guard  Bureau,  the  University  of  Missouri  and  Missouri 


Farm  Bureau  to  help  Afghanistan  reconstruct  its  agriculture  industry. 
Missouri's  first  Agri-Business  Development  Team  returned  from 
Afghanistan  in  late  2008.  The  48  Soldier  team  facilitated  agricultural 
reconstruction  in  Nangarhar  Province.  A  second  team,  made  up  of  Army 
and  Air  Guard  personnel,  deployed  in  December  2008. 


In  2008,  the  Missouri  National  Guard  focused  its  efforts  on  strategic, 
capability-based  planning  and  training  to  respond  to  emergencies.  This 
framework  provides  predictability  and  scalability  to  contingencies  that 
occur  throughout  the  state.  These  plans  also  enable  commanders  to 
create  their  own  tactical  plans  for  their  required  capabilities. 
The  Guard  revised  the  Emergency  Response  Operations  Plan  and  created 
the  Military  Support  to  Civil  Authorities  Standing  Operating  Procedures 
manual,  a  "How  To"  book  for  all  levels  during  emergency  response 
operations. 

In  2009,  the  Guard  will  finalize  the  Cracked  Earth,  Pandemic  Influenza 
and  Continuity  of  Operations  plans. 

in  2008,  the  Guard  conducted  Liaison  Officer  Training  to  train  Guardsmen 


as  liaisons  to  civil  authorities  during  state  emergencies  The  training  will 
be  offered  again  in  2009. 

♦  The  Chemical,  Biological,  Radiological/Nuclear,  and  High  Yield  Explosive 
Enhanced  Response  Force  Package  and  the  Civil  Support  Team  will 
conduct  national-level  external  evaluations  in  2009.  The  Guard  also 
participated  in  an  earthquake  scenario  communication  exercise  in 
December  2008  and  will  participate  in  Vigilant  Guard  with  Iowa  in  June 
2009. 

♦  The  Guard  was  tasked  by  the  governor  to  employ  13  times  over  the  last 
18-24  months.  This  would  have  been  impossible  without  competent 
professionals  leading  Soldiers  and  Airmen  at  the  tactical  level.

This 
is  done  through  providing  effective  design,  construction  and  maintenance  of 
facilities  and  installations  designed  to  meet  each  unit's  functional  needs  and 
requirements. 

♦  Revitalization  programs  are  underway  on  several  readiness  centers  state- 
wide in  efforts  to  improve  the  public  appearance  of  the  facilities  as  well 
as  the  facilities  internal  functions. 

♦  Construction  has  begun  on  a  new  Armed  Forces  Reserve  Center  at 
Jefferson  Barracks.  This  facility  will  house  units  from  the  Guard  and  U.S. 


Army  Reserve  that  are  currently  in  multiple  buildings  on  site. 
A  replacement  facility  is  under  construction  to  house  the  AH-64  Apache 
helicopter  maintenance  activities  located  at  Whiteman  Air  Force  Base  in 
Knob  Nosten 

Design  is  in  earnest  for  building  additions  and  alterations  to  support 
stationing  of  the  new  Infantry  Battalion  force  structure  in  various 
readiness  centers  state-wide. 

Funds  were  provided  for  the  continued  construction  of  the  new  facilities 
to  house  the  Theater  Aviation  Sustainment  Maintenance  Group  in 
Springfield.  Phase  1 1  of  the  four-phase  project  is  slated  to  begin  in  FY-09. 
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
